The number of Schools under inspection at the beginning of 
last year was— 6 Reformatories, and 07 Industrial Schools. 

At least one formal visit was made to each School daring the 
year, and in addition most of the Schools received one or more 
surprise visits.

The total number committed to Reformatories in 1903 was 124 
This is an increase of 6 over the total committed the previous 
year. The increase is to be found in the number of boys com- 
mitted, as only 6 girls, the smallest number of girls ever sent to 
rletormatories in any one year, were committed in 1903. 


Having _ regard to the small number of girls— 49— under 
detention m the two Reformatory Schools, I am of opinion that 
their interest would be best served by having only one Reforma- 
tory for Roman Catholic girls in Ireland. Two institutions with 
a separate staff for each entail expense out of proportion to the 
work to be done. At the same time by having a larger number 
m one school greater efficiency in the education and training of 
the girls would be secured. &

The literary education of the inmates of Reformatory Schools 
has mo^ed slowly. It is only recently that the 1899 Programme 
of the Commissioners of National Education has been much 
followed. The reason for this is not far to seek. These boys 
and girls are generally not very young when they are committed 
to Reformatories. Consequently any previous schooling they 
may have had has generally been on the lines of the old pro- 
gramme, and Managers have found it easier to continue their 
education on these lines than to make a fresh start. In future 
this difficulty should not exist, and it may, therefore, be expected 
that the newer methods of education will be more closely followed 
than they have been in the past. 

Drawing — either Freehand or Scale — is now taught to almost 
all, and insome schools Manual Instruction is given, and experi- 
mental plots are cultivated with excellent results. 

Discharges. 

The number of boys discharged during the year was 110. 
Of these 17 enlisted, 43 went to employment, 40 returned to 
friends, 4 emigrated, 2 were sent to sea, 3 were absconders whose 
terms had expired, and 1 was discharged having been illegally 
committed. 

There were 17 girls discharged, of whom 14 were sent to 
employment, and 3 returned to friends. 

Compared with last year, there is an increase in the number of 
boys who enlisted, and there is a decrease in the number of boys 
as well as of girls who returned to friends. Considering the class 
from which children in Reformatories are recruited, their return 
to friends is not to be encouraged, as it is not as a rule a satis- 
factory way of disposing of them.

In 1 “T ber , of 2 irls adm!tt ed into Industrial Schools 
exceeded that of boys by 68. 
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In selecting a school for a child’s detention Magistrates very 
properly give the preference to the school placed nearest to them. 
This in a general way is right, but cases frequently occur, where, 
owing to the undesirable character of the child s parents, mends, 
and companions, it is for his best interest that he be sent to a 
school situated at a distance from his home. In this way he wi 
be removed from the dinger of contamination by the visits of 
undesirable acquaintances. 

No advantage has yet been taken of Section 4, Sub-section 1, 
of the Youthful Offenders Act, 1901, which gives power to a 
Court of Summary Jurisdiction (when remanding or committing 
for trial) to place a child in the custody of a fit persop instead 
of sending him to prison. 

The Employment of Children’s Act, 1903, came into operation 
on 1st January, 1904. 

Wherever this Act is put in force a child may under Section 
5 (2), be sent to an Industrial School for a second or subsequent 
contravention of the provisions of any bye-law. 

Indirectly the working of this Act may do good, as the regis- 
tration and licensing of children will be the means of bringing 
more immediately under the supervision of the Police a class 
which furnishes cases that come within the provisions of the 
Industrial Schools Act. 


Parental Contributions. 


During the year 1903, as will be seen by the following Table, 
contributions from parents for children in Reformatory Schoo s 
amounted to £479 9s lOd, and for children in Industrial Schools 
to £1,013 0s. lid, making a total of £1,492 10s. 9 d.

eighteenth year. A nder - le S al supervision till their 
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Section 15 (2) extends the Industrial Schools Act Amendment 
Act, 1894, to Ireland. 

This Act provides (Section 1, Sub-Section 1) that every child 
sent to an Industrial School after the passing of the Act shall, 
from the expiration of the period of his detention in such school, 
remain up to the age of 18 under the supervision of the Manager 
of the school. 

A child under supervision may be placed out on licence, and 
maybe recalled to the School if the Manager is of opinion that the 
re-call is necessary for the -protection of the child, but the child 
must be licensed as soon as possible, and at latest within three 
months after the re-call. 

Section 2 provides the penalty for inducing a child placed on 
licence to escape, or for preventing the child from returning to the 
person to whom he is licensed. The penalty for such an offence 
is a fine not exceeding £20, or, at the discretion of the justices, 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding two months, with or 
without hard labour. 

By Section 3 children under Orders of Detention at the 
passing of the Act are enabled to come under the provisions of the 
Act by consenting voluntarily, whereupon the Chief Secretary 
may order that the provisions of the Act shall apply. 

Only 21 of the schools have sent in consent forms subscribed by 
children who were under detention at the passing of the Act. 

Cases have already come before me where children who con- 
sented voluntarily to come under the provisions of the Act, after 
their discharge at the expiration of their terms of detention in 
Industrial Schools, have been rescued from the danger of falling 
into evil courses by the Managers exercising the powers conferred 
on them by this Act. 


Health. 

During the past year 74 children died — 30 boys and 44 girls. 

In 1901, 80 children died— 34 boys and 46 girls. 

In 1902, 61 children died— 26 boys and 35 girls. 

It is satisfactory to notice that a decrease has taken place in 
the number of children suffering from chilblains. A few years 
ago this disease was very prevalent. Even still the number of 
sufferers in evidence during the winter months is greater than 
should be seen, notwithstanding the disadvantages attending the 
manner of life children in institutions have to live. 

In some of the schools the heating of the large living rooms 
and corridors by means of the circulating hot-water system has 
been introduced with the best results. Although in the matters 
of food and clothing an improvement has taken place, still many 
defects in these important matters require to be remedied. 

It is very desirable that a more varied diet (not necessarily 
a more expensive one) should be substituted for the monotonous 
fare usually supplied. 
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In Junior Schools, and in the case of all young children, the 
use of the mincer for preparing their meat should be more in 
evidence. It is used in some schools with much advantage to 
the children. 

While physical culture, by means of drill and gymnastics, is 
very desirable, it is of far greater importance to provide the 
children with suitable food, cooked in a proper manner, to 
nourish and develop their growing frames. There are greater 
possibilities for good work in lads with plenty of bone and 
muscle than in weedy ones no matter how finely trained. 

In two schools there were rather sharp epidemics of scarlatina ; 
in one all the children recovered, in the other two children died. 

Ophthalmia showed itself badly in two schools, but decided 
and persistent measures have been taken, and it is to be hoped 
that the disease will be soon stamped out. 


Literary Training. 

In nearly all the Industrial Schools, both boys’ and girls’ the 
state of education may be described as at least good, and there is 
no doubt that it is much better than it was a few years ago. 
This improvement is most observed in the schools which some 
years ago had sunk to a very low level of school-room work. 
They have made a great effort to put themselves on a par with 
the best schools in the country. 

In most schools the reading is good and the readers well 
selected, those for the Senior Standards in girls’ schools being 
generally books on Hygiene or Domestic Economy. In many 
schools there is still great monotony and lack of expression in 
the reading. 

Writing continues to be well taught. In many of the schools 
formal writing lessons are not given to the Senior Standards, but 
this subject is kept up by means of the notes which the children 
take of lectures given on their industrial work — such as Laundry 
or Cooking. 

Spelling, at least in the Senior Standards, should be more 
taught by means of composition. The children could often spell 
words correctly, but when asked to make a simple sentence to 
include the same words they failed lamentably. 

More attention should be devoted to the subject of Mental 
Arithmetic which is so useful a means of developing the intelli- 
gence of the children. In the higher standards, especially, a good 
deal of the time usually devoted to arithmetic might, with great 
advantage, be given to this branch of the subject. 

Drawing i3 now universally taught, and the results were 
generally good. Most of the boys’ schools have both Freehand 
and Scale Drawing ; the latter nearly always in connection with 
Manual Instruction Classes. These classes are greatly appreciated 
by the boys. 
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A few of the schools have good courses of Elementary science, 
and it is to be hoped that their number will increase. Kinder- 
garten exercises are given to all the Junior Standards. 

° It is desirable that Managers should give their attention to the 
Bevised Programme of instruction for Primary Schools issued this 
year by the Commissioners of National Education. I hope the 
course of instruction in our schools will be brought into line 
with it as much as possible. 


Industrial Training. 

The character of the industrial training in all the schools is 
undergoing slowly but surely a marked change for the better. 

"With the introduction of the new methods of education in both 
literary and industrial work, improvement in deftness and intelli- 
gence began almost immediately to show itself in the children. 

In proportion to the Zealand thoroughness with which a school 
adopted the new system of training, does its superiority now 
appear over those schools which at first were slow at recognising 
its advantage. 

At the present time all the schools are working on the new 
lines ; some are very advanced, the rest fairly under weigh. 

The experience gained up to the present convincingly proves 
the superiority of the new over the old methods. Children 
trained on the new lines are head and shoulders above all others 
in deftness, and in the ease with which they acquire knowledge, 
and in general intelligent receptivity. 

In some of the boys’ schools a praiseworthy effort has been 
made to introduce the teaching of agriculture and horticulture on 
scientific lines. Manual instruction, with its preparatory train- 
ing, is beincr well taught in all the schools with but a few excep- 
tions. This important subject is exceptionally well taught in 
three boys’ schools— Artane, Balmoral, and Carnglea. It is to 
be hoped that all the schools will soon level up to their standard. 

The girls’ schools, so far as industrial training is suited lor 
them, are in advance of the boys in the progress made m this 
department of the school work. _ In many of these schools the 

training has been brought to a high level of efficiency. 

I have found the Managers, as a rule, anxious and willing to 
carry out the reasonable suggestions for the practical training o 
their girls in the different kinds of work to make them good 
servants and good useful members of their class.. . 

To show what is aimed at in the training of girls in Industrial 
Schools, I am inserting here a syllabus of work which I have 
issued to Managers of Girls’ Industrial Schools. In some of the 
best of the schools there are very few subjects mentioned in the 
syllabus that are not already efficiently taught, 
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Circular.

TO THE MANAGERS OF INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS FOR 
GIRLS. 

I have been, from time to time, forcibly struck by the widely 
different views held by Managers on the subject of the industrial 
training of the children under their care, and have had occasion 
to notice the want of a general plan in the selection of the subjects 
taught and in the methods of teaching. With a few exceptions, 
no attempt was made by the schools till quite recently to 
adopt a system for the practical and intelligent training of the 
children. 

During the past few years, however, I am pleased to say, a 
great change for the better has taken place in this respect ; but 
a great deal of useful work still remains to be done, work that 
can be done — and done well. While not wishing to interfere 
with the freedom of Managers to carry on the training of the 
children on their own lines, provided the results are good, 1 think 
I am right in directing their attention to a iact that will be 
readily admitted, namely — that there are general fundamental 
principles which, if observed and applied all round, will tend to 
improve the children’s intelligence, strengthen their moral 
fibre, and place their practical training on a high level of 
efficiency. 

It is my custom, after inspecting a school, to confer with the 
Manager, and offer suggestions on the methods of training that 
are, in my opinion, the best to follow. Some of the views which 
1 have been in the habit of expressing I will now try to embody 
in the remarks I am about to make. Along with the literary 
training which is still modelled on that supplied to children of 
their class in the ordinary National school, special attention 
should be given to Kindergarten, drawing, object lessons, and 
elementary science, inasmuch as these subjects will have great 
practical value for the children, when they reach the age at 
which their industrial training should be seriously begun. 

At 13 years of age most children pass out of 4th Standard, and 
I think this is a fitting age for them to commence their industrial 
training. Facilities might be afforded, at the same time, to back- 
ward children to continue their studies, and the other children 
might proceed to a higher standard in their literary work when 
able to do so. 

While other subjects in the school curriculum should receive 
their proper share of attention, I wish particularly to impress 
Managers with the importance of industrial training, or; 
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domestic science. This should be considered the most essential 
part of the trainiug for the class of children placed in industrial 
schools. 

Domestic science may be defined as “ the knowing how to make 
the home and its inmates healthy and happy.” This is woman s 
work and if Managers succeed in placing their girls on the world 
capable of doing this, they will accomplish a great and a good 
work for the poorer classes in this country. That the success of 
the school in this, as in other things, depends on the Manager is, 
a truism. I invariably found, to put it tritely, with a good 
Manager a good school, with a bad Manager a bad school. 

A good Manager may, however, be so hampered by a committee 
or superior that she cannot show such satisfactory results, as she 
would be likely to produce if she were allowed a freer hand m 
the management. The influence of the committee or superior 
may be felt in various ways. In one case a kmdly, but injudicious, 
interference with the Manager’s methods will be found, in another 
the simple requirements for carrying on the work efficiently are 
not supplied, while in another incompetent, or otherwise unsuit- 
able, assistants may be forced upon her. . 

Conditions of this kind weaken her power for doing good 
Divided authority is ruinous to a school If the Manager is not 
capable, let her be removed, but while she is responsible let her 
have complete control under the reasonable supervision of a 
superior ol committee. I wish it to be understood that when I 
Bpeak of the Manager I mean the Acting Manager the person 
who devotes all her attention to and is responsible for the 

effi ITa^bi?a h n"lous Manager is generally successful in getting 
™und her a good 

teacher and pupils, and that the work of both is mutually agree- 
able and useful A good teacher is punctual m her attendance ; 
the subject of the lesson is well thought out and prepared by her 
before she meets her class. She does not talk over their heads, 
but appeals to their intelligence; there is thoroughness and 
common sense in all she says and does, and she inspires her pupils 
with the same spirit. She is not anxious to push them on to a 
hio-her orade till she leels satisfied that they have a fairly mte 1- 
ffent conception of the work on hand. She serves as an 
obTect lesson to the children in the neatness of her dress and 
person and while she is neither too severe nor too familiar she 
commands the respect and affections of her pupils. 
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class hall to coal hole there should he an air of cleanliness, neat- 
ness, order, and efficiency. 

I may here usefully record a few instances of things I had 
occasion to take exception to when inspecting schools. 

I have heard accompaniments to singing on cheap American 
hand organs, and on pianos out of tune, that would torture 
the ear of any one with the smallest sense of harmony, and 
cannot he otherwise than most injurious to the musical training 
of the children. 

Another objectionable thing that is to be noticed, is the 
keeping of things that are obsolete or out of order and past 
repair, such as old pianos without a sound note, broken, worn 
out sewing machines, and a host of other things that serve no 
useful purpose. Useless accumulations of this kind have a bad 
effect on the children, and should not be in evidence. 

When I visit a school I wish the children to appear in the 
dresses they ordinarily wear, and I expect to find their garments 
simple, neat, clean, and useful. 

On paying surprise visits to some schools I have observed 
things that were painful to roe, and I am sure very demoralising 
to the children. 

As soon as my presence was known, there was a rush and 
scurry, rapid changing of garments, replacing of soiled sheets 
and towels with fresh clean ones, cramming of objectionable 
things into holes and corners, and a frantic effort to have the 
children present to the Inspector an appearance quite different 
from what they had a few minutes before. 

This practice was confined to a class of school where the 
general care of the children was largely left to kindly persons of 
the trustworthy servant class, who generally excused themselves 
by saying that they would like to see the poor, dear children 
appear before the Inspector as nice as possible. It never would 
occur to these persons that such action would have a demoralising 
effect on the children. 

I have drawn attention to a few of the objectionable features 
in the management of some schools in the hope that in a very 
short time they will only possess a traditional interest. 

The main object in the education of the children should be to 
give them as far as possible a sound industrial training. In all 
my reports I have laid great emphasis on this point. 

There are four essential kinds of industry, in which every 
child should get a good practical training. These are— 

House Work. 

Needlework. 

Laundry Work. 

Cookery, Kitchen Work, and Housekeeping. 

For teaching these and some other kindred subjects I have 
suggested that there should be established in every school a 
course of Domestic Science with an uniform and systematic 
method of giving instruction in the various subjects that come 
under this head. I have divided the course into three standards, 
and have made age the qualification for entering each. 
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Every child in the school when she reaches 13 years ol age 
enters the 1st Standard. She remains in this till she reaches 14, 
when she enters the 2nd Standard. At 15 she enters the 3rd 
Standard, where she remains till she leaves the school at 1 1> years 
of age, when she is supposed to have received a sound practical 
education in the subjects that will enable her to make a 
respectable livelihood. 

For each standard I have drawn up a syllabus of work that 1 
believe is within the power of children of the ages mentioned to 
do intelligently and efficiently. In doing this I have had the 
assistance of Managers of wide experience and good records in 
the training of children. 

House Work — 

Iu household training, as in all other kinds of work, every act 
should be done under supervision in the spirit of a Kindergarten 
lesson. While the labour of the children is utilised for the work- 
ing of the Institution, its utilitarian purpose should only be of 
secondary consideration to its educative effect on their training. 

The teachers should see that what a child does is thoroughly 
done, and that she has an intelligent conception of and is able to 
explain every action she performs. 

If she ventilates a room, she should know some of the elemen- 
tary principles of ventilation. If she lights a gas jet or an oil 
lamp she should know something of the sources of both lllumi- 
nants, how to care and use them safely, their dangers, and how 
to guard against them. In other kinds of housework the same 
intelligence should be developed. 

In my Annual Reports I have repeatedly drawn attention to 
the utter ignorance manifested by children in the commonest 
operations of housework. 

Needlework — ■ 

As a rule I found this department very satisfactory in all the 
schools. In many of them I believe that too much time is given 
to this work. In carrying out the new syllabus the work done 
here may be curtailed without interfering with the efficiency of 
training in needlework. 

Laundry Work — 

In many of the schools I have much reason to be dissatisfied 
with the working of this department, not because, the work, is 
not well done, but because its utilitarian purpose is allowed to 
interfere with the general training of the children employed at it. 

I have repeatedly found children, who had spent some years 
in the laundry, ignorant of some of the commonest opeiations o 
housework. For instance, they had never done any work m the 
kitchen, and were indifferent at needlework. . 

While it is desirable that good laundresses should be turned 
out it is important that at the same time proper attention should 
be giyen to their general training. 
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Cookery, Kitchen-Work, and Housekeeping— 

The kitchen and cooking class-rooms should be models of 
completeness and efficiency, and be the show rooms of the school. 
They should be busy hives of industry with a hum of work 
about them from morning till night. 

Proficiency in this department will be the determining factor 
in forming my estimate of the excellence of a school. 

The most competent teacher, not the most competent cook, 
should have charge of this department. The time-honoured 
cook and kitchen help should be deposed, and the reign of the 
children begin in the kitchen. 

All the cooking for the school should be done by the children 
under the supervision of the teacher. This is already being done 
in several of the good schools. 

A kitchen diary should be kept in which everything that is 
brought into the kitchen stores should be entered, and also the 
things that constitute the daily meals — breakfast, lunch, dinner, 
and supper. This could be done by the senior girls, in turn, for 
a week or fortnight at a time. 

In this department everything bearing on the vital question of 
food should be taught — 

The necessity of food for the body. 

The best kinds for promoting and preserving the health 
of the body. 

Economical purchasing of the best and cheapest articles 
of food. 

To know the kind of food best suited for the poorer classes. 

To know how to select, weigh, and measure all articles 
of food. 

To know their prices, and how to enter them in a house- 
keeper’s book. 

To prepare food for cooking. 

To know the quantity necessary for one person or a 
family of six. 

To cook the food in an economical and appetizing way. 

To know how to utilise all scraps and crumbs that remain 
after a meal. 

To know the virtue of thrift and the necessity for practis- 
ing it. 

To know all things mentioned in the syllabus under head 
of Cookery and Housekeeping. 

The kitchen class should be furnished with every requisite 
to facilitate the training, and everything used should be in an 
efficient condition. The ordinary range, an American cooking- 
range, and a gas cooking-stove, where gas is available, are pro- 
vided in many of the schools. 

In some schools the means for cooking varies from the elabo- 
rate costly steam appliances down to the open fire-place, and 
1 am afraid that their suitability as a means of training the 
children was not seriously taken into consideration when con- 
structing them. 
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Except in the good schools I found that scales, weights, and 
measures, when present, -were very indifferent. Scales were 
untrue, and the sets of weights and measures incomplete. Some 
of the weights were doing duty as hammers, others in keeping 
doors open. Measuring was, in many cases, a matter of guesswork 
I am prepared to hear some Managers say that the programme 
of work laid down is too much to expect from children of the 
awes mentioned, that the standards are too high, and the subjects 
too numerous to teach within the allotted time. Admitting this 
contention to be right, they must, nevertheless, see that it is a 
desirable thing to attempt it. If they cannct succeed in getting 
through the whole course they may go as far as they can, and, 
in proportion to the advance made, so will the children be bene- 
fited. I do not expect that every child in each standard will be 
able to do all the work in the syllabus. Allowance will have to 
be made for stupid and backward children. It is amazing the 
amount of work I have seen done in some of the schools in this 
direction; and what can be done in one school can surely be 
done in another. Each year I notice the children improving in 
intelligence and practical knowledge, owing to the new methods 
of teaching. This, no doubt, is due to the development of their 
thinking powers, and getting them to take an intelligent interest 
and some share of responsibility in the work they do. After a 
short time as the younger and better trained children come for- 
ward, they will do without much effort the work that was till 
recently looked on by some Managers as impracticable 

The important feature in the training is to get the children to 
do, and do repeatedly, the work on hand, till they get facility. in 
doirnr it. “ Practice makes perfect.” This precept applies with 
equal force to the cooking of a dinner as to the playing of a 
difficult piece of music. A lecture on the theory of music, with 
the pupil taking notes, and the teacher illustrating it on the 
piano will not develop much practical dexterity on the part or 
the pupil. I am afraid the same holds good with regard to the 
present mode of lecturing on cookery. , 

The zealous, capable Manager will provide against all weak 
points in the system of training. She will be a local Inspector, 
examining daily into the work of each department While 
seeino- that the practical training of the children is well looked 
after°she will not be forgetful of their health and happiness. 
She will provide amusement of a healthful and congenial charac- 
ter for both body and mind, and will not forget to allow some 
play to the imagination, by providing story books suitable to 

° By this harmonious development of mind and body a useful 
type of girl will be evolved, who will be able to play successfully 
her part in life, will reflect credit on the school in which she was 
trained, and contribute in some degree to the prosperity and 
reputation of her country.

To explain the properties of the materials and their relative 
qualities as conductors and non-conductors of heat. 

To give a list of the articles for a complete suit of clothes, with 
price of each article. 

To know the properties of wool, flannel, cotton, leather, fur, and 
their value and use as articles of clothing. 
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Laundry Work. 

To know the rules for steeping, washing, rinsing, wringing, 
boiling, and mangling clothes. 

To heat and clean irons. 

To wash and make up table linen, shirts, collars, cuffs, and 
blouses. 

To remove stains of ink, paint, and iron mould. 

Cookery, Kitchen Work, and Housekeeping. 

To have a thorough knowledge of a range, and to give a drawing 
of same showing position of dampers, course of flues, position of 
boiler, and flow of water from cistern to boiler. 

To explain danger to boiler, and how to avoid it, where theie 
is no hot- water cistern in use. 

To know some of the properties and uses of water, and the 
nature and use of filters. 

Where gas stoves are used for cooking, to be able to calculate 
amount and cost of gas consumed. 

To know how to cook with gas stove, American cooking range, 
and open fire. 

To be able to select articles of food for an ordinary labourer’s 
family. 

.To be able to choose vegetables, fish, meat, eggs, butter, and 
milk, and to know their market value and their nutritious 
value. 

To be able to prepare fish and fowl for cooking. 

To understand and be able to carry out the methods of boiling 
frying, roasting, grilling, and stewing. 

To make cakes, pastry, puddings, and jam. 

To weigh and measure all articles of food that are used in the 
school kitchen, and to enter same in day-book. 

To be able to keep a housekeeper’s account-book. 

Extra Subjects. 

Dairying — 

To know how to milk a cow. 

To distinguish the quantity and quality of milk produced by 
different cows. 

To understand the use of a lactometer, creamometer, and 
thermometer, and the composition of milk. 

To know the various processes of butter-making, and of 
ripening cream. 

Poultry -keeping — 

To have a knowledge of the different breeds of hens. 

To name sitters, non-sitters, general-purpose birds, &c. 

To understand the incubator and foster mother. To prepare 
fowl for cooking. 
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Classification. 

In my Report for the year 1 901 1 submitted a classification of 
schools in their order of merit. This new departure in reporting 
on the schools developed a healthy spirit of rivalry among them 
which has led to the most satisfactory results in the general 
management and training of the children. 

In my last Beport for the year 1902 I omitted classifying the 
schools, for, although a marked change for the better was evident 
in every school, I felt that the time was too short to enable 
Managers to effect radical changes, and at the same time to show 
good results. 

In my Circular to Managers, issued in February, 1901, I clearly 
defined the standard I would use in measuring the efficiency and 
general character of schools when passing under inspection.^ I 
purposely adopted a high standard; and let it be understood that 
in forming a judgment I would be influenced more by the 
character of the school for general efficiency than for excellence 
in any particular subject. 

I am pleased to be able to report that every school under 
inspection has, in varying degrees, attained a higher level of 
efficiency than when I made my classification in ] 901. 

In classifying the schools for the year under review, I propose 
to present them in groups, each group showing collectively the 
standard the schools in it have attained. 

The first class schools have two divisions, and the second class 
schools three. 

The fact that in every school a sensible improvement has 
taken place during the past two years, removes the occasion for 
having a third class. 

As on the last occasion when I made a classification, so also in 
this I have to report that the girls’ schools have reached a higher 
level in general administration and efficiency than have the boys’ 
schools. 

Having carefully and impartially considered the merits of every 
school in conjuncton with my colleague, the Assistant Inspector, 
I have given each school the place I think it deserves.
